Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claim 15, line 5, the phrase "nucleic acids," has been deleted as a duplicate. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are directed to an X-ray fluorescence method of detecting binding between a 
binder that contains elements detectable by X-ray fluorescence (namely P, S, or Br) to receptors 
that are supported on beads. The closest prior art is Sano et al. (U.S. 6,391,590, of record), who 
detected binding of the metal ion cofactor Cd^^ to protein via X-ray fluorescence spectroscopy. 
However, binding of non-metal elements such as P, S, or Br, and in particular binding of binders 
containing these elements, is not considered to be directly analogous to the situation of binding 
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of metal cofactors as in Sano et al. Accordingly, the prior art fails to specifically teach detecting 
binding of bead- supported receptors to binders that contain P, S, or Br, wherein binding is 
detected via the X-ray fluorescence signal due to these elements.
